18. A reflective liquid crystal display unit which 
comprises a liquid crystal cell having a liquid crystal 
sealed therein, a reflecting means for reflecting an 
incident light disposed behind the liquid crystal cell, 
and the light -scattering sheet recited in Claim 1 disposed 
forwardly of the reflecting means. 

19. The reflective liquid crystal display unit according 
to claim 18, wherein a polarizing plate is disposed 
forwardly of the liquid crystal cell, and the light- 
scattering sheet recited in Claim 1 is disposed between 
the liquid crystal cell and the polarizing plate. 

20. The reflective liquid crystal display unit according 
to claim 18, which comprises a liquid crystal cell having 
a liquid crystal sealed therein, a reflecting means for 
reflecting an incident light disposed on one side of the 
liquid crystal cell, a polarizing means for polarizing a 
reflective light is disposed on the other side of the 
liquid crystal cell, and the light-scattering sheet 
recited in Claim 1 disposed between the liquid crystal 
cell and the polarizing means. 

21. The transmittal light-scattering sheet according to 
Claim 1, wherein the plurality of polymers vary in 
refractive index. 
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
